Suggested That Special Telephones 
be Installed for Use of Police 
and Fire Departments. 


POINTS OF LAW ARE RAISED 


Stated That City Official is not Em­ 


powered to Bring Suit to Collect 


Delinquent Amounts. 


Questioning the a uthority of the 
city trea surer to institute suit for the 
collection 
of delinquent 
ta x es and 
doubting the a dv isa bility of cha nging 
the present sy stem o f pa y ing ta x es, 
the city council, sitting a s the board 
o f public works, Tuesda y night, took 
no a ction on the suggestion that city 
ta x es be pa id at the office o f the city 
trea surer. 
Since 1007 both city and 
county ta x es hav e been paid to the 
county trea surer who ha s made se t­ 
tlements with the city for the amounts 
that belonged to that corporation. The 
proposed cha nge wa s suggested by 
City Attorney Albert II. Ka sting who 
believ ed tha t a larger amount of de­ 
linquent ta x es could be collected by 
the city official than by the county 
trea surer. 
The city a ttorney told the board 
la st night that he had found that the 
legisla ture o f 19 11 had changed the 
la w o f 19 05 and that the newer s ta ­ 
tute a uthorized the city trea surer to 
collect ta x es. 
He sa id he thought 
that if the cha nge wa s made this city 
w'ould receiv e about $2,000 more ea ch 
y ea r a s the city trea surer would be 
more interested in collecting the de­ 
linquents. 


C. W. Burkart, of the trea surer’ 
office, wa s present at tin meeting last 
night and was asked for an opinion 
about the proposed cha nge. 
He said 
that the ma tter had prev iously been 
presented to him and that he with 
well informed a ttorney s had made 
a n inv estiga tion of the Indiana la ws 
and ca me to tin* conclusion that the 
« city trea surer did not ha v e the power 
to bring suit to collect the delinquent 


In order to increa se the efficiency 
o f the police and fire depa rtments it 
ha s been proposed that a number of 
ca ll sta tions be installed at v arious 
pla ces in the business district which 
could he used by the night police to 
receiv e and register ca lls and also to 
notify the fire department of fires. 
It ha s been suggested that the s ta ­ 
tions be installed in a lley s, probably 
one in each block in the downtown 
district. 
_ L. C. Griftitts, owner of the local 
telephone compa ny , said toda y that 
the sta tions could be erected at a 
compa ra tiv ely small cost. 
The plan 
wa s a lso suggested recently by N a ­ 
than Ka ufma n who believ ed that both 
the police and fire depa rtments could 
use them to a good a dv a nta ge. 
The plan is to ha v e the sev eral 
sta tions connected with 
the 
police 
sta tion. 
The night policemen would 
be required to call the p.» lice sta tion 
sev era l times during the night and 
by a specia lly arranged dev ice there 
the hour at which the call wa s sent 
in would be registered. 
Frequently the police sta tion re­ 
ceiv es ca lls during the night and it 
is difficult to get in immediate touch 
with the police who a re working their 
‘‘beats. 
With the telephones in use 
the policemen could keep in touch 
with the sta tion at ..11 times. 
In ca se 
a policeman on duty heard o f a rob­ 
bery he could call the sta tion for 
a ssista nce without a loss of time. 
If 
a tire occurred a short dista nce from 
him 
the alarm 
could 
be sounded 
without the need of hunting up a 
house which had telephone serv ice. 
The sy stem that is proposed here 
i- simila r to that in use in a number 
of cities. 
Locally , howev er, it is pro­ 
posed to confine the sy stem to the 
downtown section at first until it has 
been giv en a thorough trial. 
The 
m a tter is being discussed among the 
business men and if 
considered 
a 
benefit ov er the present sy stem , rec­ 
ommenda tions will likely he filed with 
the council.

By Un ited Press 
London, Nov ember 10— About three 
hundred persons, mostly women and 
children, with ma ny America ns a mong 
them, perished when a submarine fly ­ 
ing the Austria n flag shelled and sunk 
the Ita lia n liner Ancona , off Bizerta , 
Tunis, a ccording to Lloy d’s toda y . 
O f the ship’s compa ny o f 5 8 2 (4 22 
pa ssengers and a crew of 16 0) only 
27 0 are definitely a ccounted for a s 
sa v ed a nd o f these many a re wound­ 
ed. 
Following sw iftly on the news 
o f the Ancona ’s destruction ca me a 
report from Madrid tha t two German 
subma rines had been sunk by English 
subma rines in the Mediterranean nea r 
Gibraltar.

Whether the torpedoed liner wa s 
a tta cked without wa rning or wa s sunk 
while try ing to esca pe wa s not de­ 
finitely know'n. A Rome m essa ge sa id 
the submarine 
fired 
one hundred 
hots a t the liner and it is surmised 
that the la tter wa s the ca se. 
The surv iv ors were landed a t Biz- 
erta, Cape Bon, and Ferry v ille on the 
Africa n coa st.

pushed 
back when the day comes, the rich 
cities of the north will be reclaimed, 
the shattered factories rebuilt and in 
them will presently hum the m achin­ 
ery that will bring prosperity.

“ The United States has built a great 
reputation for m aking machinery of 
precision and reliability as a result 
of the materials sent to France since 
the war,” said Maurice Damour, mem 
her of the cham ber of deputies, and 
head of the comm ission.

chinery that Germany had before the
